NO SHORTAGE 
OF POTATOES 
SAYS OFFIC 


J. A. Grant, B.C. Markets 
Commissioner, Visits 


Edmonton 


That there will be no scarcity of 
potatoes from Winnipeg west to the 
Pacific coast and that higher priced 
will not rule this year, was the 
Statement made Wednesday morning 
to the Edmonton Bulletin by J. A. 
Grant, markets’ commissioner for the 
government of British Columbia. 

Mr. Grant, who is in the city dur- 
ing the course of one of his periodical 
visits to the three prairie provinces, 
declared in an interview, that through 
operation of existing duties there 
would be no competition in potatoes 
between Canada and the United 
States. Each province in the Domin- 
fon and each country will largely de- 
pend upon their own supply, he said. 

The commissioner, in speaking of 
the British Columbia. potato crop, 
Stated that it was no bigger this yea 
than in 1929, when prices were con- 
siderably higher. 

“Instead of the three prairie prov- 
inces being short this year as was the 
case in 1929, each province has a 
sufficient supply and it is indicated 
that Alberta will have a surplus of 
between 300 and 400 carloads for 
sale,” Mr. Grant stated. 

“Ontario reports a short crop, but 
it is quite Itkely that the slight surplus 
in Manitoba will take care of that 
province. Part of the Alberta surplus 
may be marketed in southern Sas- 
katchewan. and in the spring when 
the British Columbia supply runs 
short, the balance of the Alberta 
surplus may be disposed of there.”

UNEMPLOYED SHOULD REGISTER 


A registration of unemployed per- 
sons is to be made throughout Alberta 
during the next few days. Two pur- 
poses will thus be served, at least. The 
Provincial Government will find out 
what municipalities need assistance in 
dealing with local unemployment, and it 
will be possible to draw the line between 
bona fide residents of the province who 
need work and outsiders who may flock 
here from other provinces. 

The direct inference is that resi- 
dents of Alberta who hope to secure em- 
ployment on assisted municipal or pro- 
vincial undertakings had better see that 
their names are got on the official list. 
The amount of federal money available 
is limited, and municipalities are show- 
ing a phenomenal willingness to accept 
grants. The whole amount may be al- 
located early in the season, and on the, 
basis of the number of registrants in 
each municipality. 


SINGLE CONTROL BETTER 


The Supreme Court has decided that 
the Dominion has paramount authority 
to regulate flying, but that the provinces 
may also impose regulations within 
their respective boundaries so long as 
these do not conflict with the federal 
law. Winnipeg parties interested in 
aviation are urging that provincial gov- 
ernments stand aside and let the Do- 
minion do all the regulating. That pro- 
posal will be approved very generally,

provincial legislatures, plus the Domin- 
ion parliament, making laws to regulate 
the airmen, and ten governments try- 
ing to enforce the varying enactments, 
the perils of the pilot would be by no 
means confined to the vagaries of the 
weather and the ordinary risks of the 
business. 

The Dominion should, with the con- 
sent of the provinces, assume the en- 
tire responsibility for regulating the 
new carrier, and make flying a subject 
for national supervision and control— 
and assistance. Then the airmen will 
know from whom they are to take or- 
ders, and the public to whom they may 
look for protection. 

FIGURES TELL THE TALE 

Ottawa despatches to Calgary pa- 
pers state that that city is to draw upon 
the Dominion “emergency” fund to the 
amount of $150,000 for municipal un- 
dertakings, while Edmonton will re- 
ceive $90,000. 

To secure such measure of assist- 
ance, Calgary taxpayers will have to 
provide $300,000 for the works in ques- 
tion, and the Provincial Government 
$150,000. To obtain the amount stated 
Edmonton taxpayers will have to put 
up $180,000, and the Provincial Govern- 
ment $90,000. 

That is to say, a $600,000 expendi- 
ture in assisted municipal undertakings 
is considered necessary to meet the 
situation in Calgary during the winter, 
while a $360,000 expenditure is consid- 
ered sufficient to deal with the situa- 
tion in Edmonton. 

These are the figures, apparently, 
which were agreed upon at the confer- 
ence in Ottawa between federal, provin- 
cial and municipal representatives. 
They convey an admission, which Ed- 
monton people should note, that unem- 
ployment is not presently or prospec- 
tively as prevalent in this city as in its 
southern contemporary. 

An this comparison there is no reflec- 
tion of any sort upon Calgary. It mere- 
ly serves to emphasize the fact—obvious 
from other indications —that Edmonton 
has not encountered the same measure 
of difficulty in this respect that other 
western cities have had to face, and 
that the outlook is regarded as being 
more satisfactory here than elsewhere. 


WHY THE HEDGING? 


Russian coal has been barred froin 
Canada, temporarily. The mystery is 
why it was not done sooner and why it 
was not done permanently. 

The delay and the temporizing way 
of dealing with this matter are con- 


spicuously out of line with the prompti- 
tude displayed in clapping an arbitrary 
valuation upon United States fruit im- 
ported into Canada, and thus compell- 
ing prairie consumers to buy British 
Columbia fruit or do without. Ottawa 
knew forthwith what it intended to do 
in the latter case, and did it with “neat- 
ness and despatch.” 

U. S. fruit may, or may not, have 
been dumped in the markets of Alberta 
and the other prairie provinces; the evi- 
dence was certainly no more convincing 
than that Russian coal was being dump- 
ed in Montreal. And at least the U. S. 
fruit was not produced by state slave 
labor, aS Russian coal is produced. 

The miners in Alberta and Nova Sco- 
tia are as much entitled to protection 
— Russian coal as the British 

lumbia fruit growers are to protec- 
tion against United States fruit. And 
preserving the Canadian fuel market 
to Canadian miners will do peng I times 
as much to create employment in Can- 
ada as barring United States fruit for 
the benefit of Canadian fruit growers. 

If the new policy of shutting out im- 
ports in order to increase employment 
in Canada is to be given a fair trial, and 
if Canadian coal miners are to be given 
a square deal, there was just one thing 
to do about the Russian invasion of the 
Canadian coal market; that was stop it, 
pean it at once, and stop it perman- 
ently.

Pellagra is undoubtedly a nutritional disease because, like all of the 


nutritional diseases it seems to be caused by a lack of 


important ele- 


m™ments in the food. Pellagra is often found in the Southern States and in 


the southern part of Europe and follows a restricted 


diet of using too much devitalized food and not 
enough meat or other protein. The diet is the most 
important thing to consider in the cure. 

The symptoms usually begin in the winter when 
there is a smaller variety of food to choose from. The 
first symptoms are a slight nervous and digestive dis-

turbance, followed in the spring by sore 
heart burn and diarrhea.

apart, followed by a well balanced 
diet as suggested in my weekly

especially important that plenty of 
meat or other protein foods be ob- 
tained. The use of these menus will 
usually be sufficient to correct the 
trouble after the fruit fast. 

Beri Beri 


The Chinese are a very old race, 
and yet one of their first medical 
histories deals with beri beri, a dis- 
ease which is now known to be due 
to a lack of vitamin B. The first sus- 
picion that this Wisease was due to 
the lack of some unknown food sub- 
Stance began when it was found 
that those who lived exclusively on 
polished rice developed this dis- 
ease, while those who used unpolished 
rice did not develop it. It was found 
that beri beri could be prevented 
either by eating whole rice or by 
eating polished rice and with it some 
of the polishings. 

The patient affected with beri beri 
has a pronounced weakness of the 
legs and great fatigue upon exertion. 
The stomach becomes tender, and 
the muscles of the calves, hand and 
forearm usually evhe. As the dis- 
ease progresses, the arms and legs 
may become paralyzed. Some swell- 
ing or edema usually accompanies 


the trouble. Neuritis becomes well | 
developed and there may be much | 


gastric disturbance. 


When the white or polished rice | 


is fed to chickens they show similar 


symptoms of weakness of the legs, | 


followed by paralysis, symptoms 


which closely resemble those of beri 


beri.

Protest against 
— curtailment of 
liberty; and that 
depends upon what is forbidden and 
why. It is a protest against pro- 
hibition by law of what (it is felt) 
should be a matter of personal 
choice. I doubt whether an opium 
addict gets additional kick out of the 
knowledge that it is smuggled dope 
he is using. Addicts just crave the 
stuff and the same is true of many 
but not of the majority 
of the violators of the Volstead act 

Certainly the fact that it is for- 
bidden invites transgression. Cen- 
sorship is a good example. If a 
book is suppressed, everybody wants 
to know why: and the only way to 
find out is to read it. There is a lit- 
tle kick in getting what is difficult 
to get. I read that in Arkansas boys 
get bootlegged copies of books on 
evolution which are banned by law 
in that Btate. 

In pre-war days we laughed at 
Germany becaure it was so full of 
“verboten” signs. It wasn't merely 
“keep off the grass.” but a long list 


of “don'ts” everywhere. The police | 


were wo much in evidence. That 
has been decidedly changed; a new 
sense of liberty prevails. 

The question {s not whether i!- 
legalizing alcoholic liquors is a wie 
step Or not. Many people are not 
convinced that it is. The result of 
this sets in action, on an utterly un- 
precedented scale, the psychology of 
bootlegging. The only member of a 
small group of friends who refused 
a@ glass of wine was a Judge whose 
business is to sentence violators of 
the law Yet in principle he ts a 
wet.

Melt three ounces spermaceti and 
one ounce white wax with gentle heat 
and then stir in eight ounces of oi! 
of sweet almonds. ix together two 
ounces of glycerine and two ounces 
of rosewater; warm slightly and add 
one-half ounce of borax. Gradually 
pour this solution in with the melted 
ous, stirring constantly until the 
mixture is snow white, Now add one- 
half ounce extract of jasmine and ten 
minims of oll of rose geranium. Put 
the cream into jars and cover when | 


cold. 

A still simpler cleansing cream 
recipe calls for four ounces sweet 
oil, one ounce white wax, one ounce? 
white petroleum jelly and ten drops 


of floral extract. The perfume is | 


beaten in after the other ingredients 


have been melted over a slow fire and | 


cooled. 

Besides having a cold cream, mi- | 
y needs a nourishing cream or skin | 
food. A mixture of two parts lano- | 
one part of oil of sweet almonds | 
and one part of cocoa butter makes | 
an excellent massage cream. It may 
also be patted on eye and mouth | 
wrinkles at bedtime and left over 
night. 

A non-greasy vanishing cream may 
be made of the following ingredients: | 
venty grains quince seed, thirty; 
five grains borax, thirty-five grains 
boric acid, one and one-half ounces 
glycerine, two ounces rectified spirit 
or witch-hazel, eight minims ottar of 
roses or other perfume, sixteen ounces 
boiling water. Soak the puince seeds 
in half of the boiling water for two)! 
hours, stirring them often. Now 
strain them through felt or flannel.
